What One Man Did 

OPERATION GOODWILL: Re- 
member the former GI, Joe Polow- 
ski of Chicago, whom we mention- 
ed in our issue of April 1? He was 
the lone veteran who had been 
working for 10 years to commemo- 
tate April 25—the date in 1945 
when the Americans and Russians 
met on the Elbe River in Germany 
and pledged themselves to do every- 
thing in their power “to help cre- 
ate a spirit of peace and goodwill 
between our two nations.” 

He began as a committee of one, 
taking time off from his job each 
year to keep his pledge. On April 25 
of this year, on the 10th anniver- 
sary of that day, an organization 
called the American Veterans of the 
Elbe River Link-up held an anniver- 
sary dinner in Washington, as Po- 
lowski and 10 other ex-Gl’s of the 
Link-up prepared to visit their op- 
posite numbers in Russia. Originally 
the Americans had invited the Rus- 
sians to come to the U. S.; the Rus- 
sians countered with a bid for the 
Americans to visit them. Polowski 
accepted by cable. The U. S. State 
Department agreed to issue pass- 
ports and the Soviet Embassy indi- 
cated it would grant them visas. By 
now, the Americans are in Russia 
visiting the Red Link-up veterans in 
their homes — in a friendly spirit. 





THE NEW COALITION MOVE- 
MENT between the Communists 
and the moderate Socialist forces in 
the Italian and French political life 
is highly prophetic because a strong 
Roman Catholic stream of influence 
is visible here. A reapproachment 
between the Roman Catholic Church 
and its representatives in the work- 
ers’ ranks and the powerful Com- 
munist labor organizations in both 
countries has been rumored for 
months.

X-Ray and Forecast 


EW INFLUENCES are sweeping forth that are altering the counten- 
ance of the world — and none of them have sprung from diplomatic 
or military planning in either Washington or Moscow. 

First there is the force of opinion of millions of little people who 
are neither Communist nor anti-Communist — but just people. The Ban- 
dung Conference was that. Fortunately no new bloc emerged at Bandung, 
for a new power bloc would have heightened tensions. Bandung was just 
one billion people who told both East and West, “We don’t want militar- 
ized capitalism and we don’t want communism.” This vast weight of opin- 
ion is the most decisive new force affecting both Moscow plotting and 
U. S. political-military policy —since 1945. 

THE DISTRICT ELECTIONS LAST MONTH IN ITALY AND 
FRANCE also revealed a very significant new turn; a strong tendency for 
the Communist left and the Socialist center to move together, with popular 
support going to this coalition. Behind this front is the fact that the old line 
Reds are played out; many of them are rotters or gangster types who were 
tough underground operators against the Nazis in World War II but who 
couldn’t get cleaned up and above ground for decent political action, had 
to keep on plotting, assassinating, sabotaging. But new academic Commu- 
nists who reject violence and tend more towads theoretical Marxism are 
taking the lead in both France and Italy. They reflect the international 
Communist leaders’ realization that the common people of the earth are 
fed up with plotting and violence. Professional anti-Communists here will 
say that communism hasn’t changed, that it’s just changing its face. But 


time and history do change all things — especially revolutionary move- 
ments. 


OSCOW’S TACTIC has been a swift shift to compromise in meet- 

ing the new weight of world opinion. “We'll win by sabotage and 

subversion” is changing to “We'll win by achievement and salesmanship.” 

This was Chou En-lai’s shift in tactics at Bandung, and Moscow’s success- 
ful approach to a surprise settlement in Austria. 

THE AUSTRIANS ARE DELIGHTED and few in Washington 
are willing to face what this does to our military aliiance with Western 
Germany. Ask yourself, “If I were a German, would I rather be a free 
united independent nation, moderately armed, on good terms with a coop- 
erative Russia, or heavily armed as an ally of the U. S. (and dominated by 
the U. S. as such an alliance would have to be if militarily effective), fac- 
ing a heavily armed, suspicious and threatening Russia?” A realistic an- 


swer to that question gives you the inside story of our relations with the

“What Can I Do?’’ 

The President was playing golf 
after an early round of desk work 
in the Little White House at Augus- 
ta, Ga. The historic polio vaccine 
announcements had been made early 
that morning, with the added infor- 
mation that the U. S. Department 
of Commerce would ban the export 
of the vaccines. From over the 
country a few, just a few, telegrams 
reached the President, asking him 
to make the vaccine available to all 
the world. Then a long distance 
phone call came from a housewife 
and mother in Portland, Oregon, 
who has been active in civic and re- 
ligious affairs; she left a message 
urging that the vaccine be shared. 
White House Secretary Mr. Hender- 
son promised to carry her message 
to the President immediately. By 
supper time that evening Eisenhow- 
er had reversed the established pol- 
icy and announced that the secret 
of the vaccine would be shared with 
all mankind. The Portland house- 
wife, Mrs. Stoll, said she told the 
President she was a “red hot Dem- 
ocrat but that this was an issue 
above politics.” She reminds us that 
American democracy has a great res- 
ervoir of unused “woman power.” 


Millions of women whose chil- 
dren are grown have enough time 
and ability to change the world—if 
their efforts were coordinated. But 
there’s a great waste of middle-aged 
woman-power in the U. S. This po- 
tential power that should be mobiliz- 
ed for useful constructive purposes, 
particularly in those tasks which call 
for dedicated volunteer labor. Ag- 
nes Meyer, distinguished author and 
wife of the publisher of the Wash- 
ington, D. C., Post, recently outlin- 
ed the areas in which the middle- 
aged woman is needed not only for 
positive contributions to society at 
large but specifically in fullfilling her 
own abilities. She decried the cri- 
terion of financial reward as the

many volunteer services that must 
be “manned” by women with some 
free time, urged women to assume 
responsibility for eliminating the 
many injustices in our society. For 
some this will mean activity in the 
political arena, for others in social 
work; for the woman who is basical- 
ly maternal it should mean aid to 
dependent children, even providing 
foster homes for them. 

Mrs. Meyer protested the atti- 
tudes of women who are concerned 
chiefly in being rivals of men, try- 
ing to get more women in govern- 
ment, diplomacy or the UN, etc., 
when the important thing is the cal- 
ibre of the people in these posts, 
rather than whether they are men 
or women. She also challenged the 
women who are preoccupied with 
glamor, as well as those who fee! 
that their goal in life has been 
achieved when they have married. 


WIL: One of the agencies through 
which women in many lands coop- 
erate intimately toward the achieve- 
ment of peace through disarmament, 
freedom and sharing is the Wom- 
en’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom, which celebrates its 
40th anniversary this year. Founded 
in The Hague in 1915 with Jane 
Addams of Chicago as its first pres- 
ident, the WIL now has sections on 
every continent, concentrates on is- 
sues that affect all the peoples of 
the earth — disarmament, freedom, 
economic development, hunger, has 
remained steadfastly loyal to the 
task of seeking non-violent means of 
dealing with international tensions. 
Some of the leading women of our 
time have worked through WIL — 
in addition to Jane Addams, one of 
the founders was Emily Greene 
Balch, Nobel Peace Prize Winner in 
*46. Madame Pandit helped organ- 
ize and is now president of the In- 
dia Section; Pearl Buck is honorary 
chairman of the 40th Anniversary 
Committee. The president of the 
Japanese Section is Tono Jodai, 
Dean and Acting President of To- 
kyo Women’s University; the presi- 
dent of the British Section is Kath- 
leen Lonsdale, noted scientist, pro- 
fessor at London University and a 
Fellow of the Royal Society. Past 
President of the Danish Section is 
Else Zeuthen, now a member of the 
Danish Parliament. 


Such organizations of women, 
functioning both internationally and 
locally, can and do have enormous 
influence far beyond their numeri- 
cal strength. Congressmen and 
statesmen are quick to recognize the 
political power of organized wom- 
en’s groups which make themselves 
known. Sociologists have long held 
that married women whose children 
are grown are the logical members

West German alliance in the coming months. This should not mean a 
U. S. retreat but an opportunity for constructive adjustments in policy — 
a challenge to the able, peace-minded elements in our national leadership. 


Then right at home we need to do some new thinking. 


S IT PROSPERITY? America’s unprecedented prosperity continues to 

develop deceptive and threatening characteristics that will some day 
affect the lives of all— whether we are employees, employers and busi- 
nessmen, investors or pensioners. Republicans in press and radio are mak- 
ing hallelujah politics out of the continued record-breaking profits; in 
fact, this new boost in over-all profits arises largely from the tax advan- 
tages granted by this GOP Administration to industrial corporations, while 
tax relief was withheld in the lower brackets — a situation the Democrats 
will be glad to recall for everyone during the next election campaign. 


PROSPERITY IS WONDERFUL: We're all for it—-GOP or 
Democratic variety; profits are the life blood of capitalism. But these 
profits have a dangerous virus working through them, though to mention 
it these days isn’t considered patriotic or “good capitalism.” And people 
who work for peace are supposed to be impractical, idealistic. Business is 
realistic, practical. But is business realistic and practical when its “bloom 
of health” is the flush of fever? 


THE PROFIT STRUCTURE IS GETTING OUT OF BAL- 
ANCE: Economists say that capitalism must always move forward, and 
for anything to be out of balance that must move forward —a boat, 
plane, or a nation’s economy — that’s bad. And your editor finds that 
Christian-minded economists, when you pin them down, are quick to con- 
cede a lot more than hallelujah in the present profit structure. 


In the first place, business management now seems to assume that 
its only responsibility is to boost profits year after year — regardless. The 
leading oil corporations are averaging about a 10 to 15 per cent increase 
in profits in one year; the steel corporations are boasting 10 to 25 per cent 
boost in profits in one year; du Ponts jumped 27 per cent in one year; Gen- 
eral Motors and numerous airplane corporations are boasting gains of 10 
to 25 per cent or more in one year. The First National City Bank of 
N. Y. reported in its May newsletter that the average corporate earnings 
for the first quarter of 1955 show a general increase of 25 per cent over 
earnings for the same quarter of ’54. Headlines proclaim these gains as 
miracles of capitalism, endless prosperity ahead! 

CAN THE PROSPERITY BE VALID — when these profits are, 
to a considerable degree, parasitical in nature? These glowing margins are 
chiefly associated with industries which have enjoyed a hog-sized portion 
of the armament contracts and military purchases. General Motors, nu- 
merous plane manufacturers, chemicals (du Ponts, Eastman, American 
Cyanamide, Monsanto, etc.), the steel, electrical equipment, metal and oil 
corporations, all of whom are intimately associated with armaments and 
military needs, are the giant industries which are largely providing the 
backbone of the spiraling profits. These industries are all engaged also in 
expansion programs, thus boosting housing, new merchandising markets, 
etc., in their areas. But go far beyond this war-stimulated activity and 
you find trouble. 


RMAMENTS AND PROFITS: The relation of armaments to the 

zooming profit structure is being treated like a top military secret. 
Favoritism, inside wire-pulling and politics are interlaced all through 
military procurement in Washington. Chrysler, Studebaker, Packard and 
other auto corporations have lost out on arms contracts and are all in 
trouble. Influential General Motors men who are now with the Govern- 
ment have played favoritism to a scandalous degree, according to some 
Washington newsmen. Certain details of such favoritism are notorious — 
such as GM’s getting an order for 750 turret lathes at $90,000 per lathe, 
with no experience in this field, while another smaller but experienced 
lathe firm offered to make the same product for $38,000. But GM got 
the contracts. (See Washington Post, April 23, “GM Favored with De- 
fense Work.”) Therefore a large portion of these big industry hallelujah 
profits are being drawn right out of the veins of the American taxpayer 
and are not associated with the creation of real wealth but with the con- 
sumption of our resources in producing mountains of non-productive war 
materials — much of it useless junk in a short time. 


Countless small businesses, which are not being handed fat con- 
tracts for atomic, electronic or guided missile parts, are struggling for 
small, hard-earned profits, or no profits at all. There has been an un- 
dulating but steady increase in the number of small business failures in 
the past five years. Business leaders skip over this fact lightly. There are 


communities all over America where prosperity is but a myth—commu-

Hearst & Mme. Bulganin 

Pro-war attitudes in the U. §, 
have been constantly stimulated by 
such elements of the press as the 
Chicago Tribune-New York News 
group, the Hearst syndicate and 
others, which constantly slant the 
news to give it a rabid anti-Russian, 
anti-Chinese tone, often creating the 
attitude that war is inevitable—and 
the sooner the better. But last De- 
cember, Wm. Randolph Hearst, Jr., 
publisher of the Hearst papers, vis- 
ited Russia. Since that time a new 
attitude has crept into his papers. 
Communism is still pictured as the 
menace we all believe it to be, but 
the Russians are now conceded to 
be people, even very nice people. 

This change of view was notice- 
able in an interview by a Hearst 
writer with Mrs. Elena Bulganin, 
wife of Marshal Bulganin, the So- 
viet Premier, which was released by 
the International News Service, the 
Hearst news syndicate. Illustrated by 
a 4 column photo of Mrs. Bulgan- 
in’s smiling attractive face, the 55 
year old Marshal’s wife was pre- 
sented as a distinguished educator 
devoted to teaching English and 
kindred subjects in a Moscow girl's 
school. “A charming, able women 
who has raised her own family and 
is now enthusiastically devoted to 
lifting cultural and educational lev- 
els of the women of Russia” was the 
gist of the interview. “She has a 
friendly quiet smile, very good 
teeth and intelligent looking grey 
eyes. She is elegant in her demeanor 
as well as in her clothes, wearing a 
blue tailor-made suit.” 

As the American public discovers 
that the Russian people are normal 
human beings, caught in the grip of 
a painful transition which history 
often brings to a nation whose prog: 
ress has been dammed up by long- 
standing political and religious tyr- 
annies, we will more fully realize 
the insanity of resorting to atomic 
war in countering the evils that in- 
evitably accompany such a transi- 
tion. We are hoping a few other 
publishers will visit Russia and 
learn a little more about history and 
humanity in our day. 
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Bricker Amendment 

Congressional hearings are again 
considering the Bricker plan which 
aims to knife the United Nations by 
curtailing the President’s right to en- 
gage in treaty negotiations through 
UN channels. The situation is a 
strange One with most of the Repub- 
licans privately opposing Sen. Brick- 
er, but afraid to voice their senti- 
ments because of party discipline 
and political pressures that can be 
stirred up against them at home. 
Most Republicans are understand- 
ably aware of the failures and im- 
perfections of the UN, imperfec- 
tions that reflect the imperfect state 
of modern political man, yet in- 
dispensible because the scientific de- 
velopment of modern civilization 
makes international cooperation es- 
sential for human survival. 

Yet the extreme reactionary ele- 
ments of the GOP, supported by the 
oil, rubber and mining cartels, have 
so organized the anti-UN forces in 
Congress — by stirring up the high- 
ly vocal, rabid anti-UN sentiments 
in congressmen’s home territories — 
that there is real danger that the 
badly dented, often patched Bricker 
Amendment may become law. This 
is in spite of the fact that all public 
opinion polls show the American 
people to be overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of full U.S. support of the UN. 
That the anti-UN sentiment no 
longer represents just the conserva- 
tive wing of the GOP, but chiefly 
the more provincial and primitive 
elements of our society, is made evi- 
dent by the fact that such a con- 
servative GOP figure as former 
President Herbert Hoover has come 
out strongly in support of the UN. 
Mr. Hoover stated it would not only 
be a serious mistake to destroy or 
weaken the UN, but that it would 
also be a great error to bar Com- 
munist nations from the UN since 
international organization and coop- 
eration has become essential under 
modern world conditions. The for- 
mer President, in appearing before 
the Senate Foreign Relations com- 
mittee, cited instances where the 
UN had settled disputes that could 
have led to war and spoke highly of 
the economic and philanthropic ac- 
tivities in which the old League of 
Nations did not engage. 


SPANISH WHITE-WASH: The 
N. Y. Herald Tribune recently pub- 
lished a special Spanish supplement 
in which the Franco dictatorship 
and the notorious one party tyranny 
that rules in Madrid was elegantly 
white-washed. The Franco Govern- 
ment exultantly ordered extra copies 
of the supplement for wide distri- 
bution. But a disgusted Spaniard 
wrote the editor of Worldover Press 
“Everyone here knows that our peo- 
ple are overwhelmingly opposed to 
the regime. What is the meaning of 
such silly stuff? Who’s paying for it?”

nities associated with textiles, coal mining, the smaller auto corporations, 
lumber, china, pottery, wheat, cattle and dairying in the Southwest drought 
areas — in all these sections hard times and unemployment is now a per- 
sistent and frightening blight. The fact that unemployment insurance and 
emergency farm aid has postponed real disaster in these situations does 
not change the meaning of the trend. 


The Labor Department statistic, showing a 6 per cent increase in 
consumer purchasing power, was released with a flourish by GOP spokes- 
men, but the fine print reveals quite a different story. Factory workers 
are reported to have made a 2 to 3 per cent gain in income (while profits 
have increased 10 to 25 per cent), but this gain may also be largely traced 
to the large industries which are being aided by defense contracts and 
where the workers are conspicuously favored above the national average. 


HE FARM SITUATION especially is becoming glaringly inconsistent 

with all the claims of a healthy free prosperity. If a farmer is big 
enough and can afford to be highly mechanized and thus reduce labor 
costs, he can cash in on present Government price support and make a 
good profit each year despite the ever shrinking farm price situation. With 
a 21 per cent drop in farm prices since 1950 the small farmer, who 
doesn’t have enough land to support complete mechanization, just can’t 
make it under present conditions. Many small farmers are now being 
squeezed out of price support crops because their past plantings have 
been on such a small scale, they can get little or no allotments now. This 
is bringing disaster to countless home-sized farms, a fact never recorded 
under the hallelujah headlines. 


The only advice the present business and political leaders have 
had to offer the small farmers has been “Better sell out and go get a job 
in a factory.” When he sells out he has little left, not even his independ- 
ence. And another vital unit of our free, independent economy is gone. 
Some day, that former independent farmer will be a helpless employee, 
frightened by the spectre of unemployment and ready to surrender him- 
self to any loud voice who will promise “security.” 

THE COLD FACT OF FEDERAL SPENDING underscores all 
of this. Over 80 per cent of all Federal spending goes to the military costs 
—past and present — and over 60 per cent of the entire Federal budg- 
et — or about $35 billion — goes for current military needs — of which 
roughly $30 billion is channeled to arms and supplies. Pull $30 billion out 
from under the present profits of oil, steel, plane, chemical and associated 
industries, and the results would be calamitous, as economists readily ad- 


mit. With defense spending going largely to the bigger corporations, the

Oil and UN 


It has long been known that much 
of the opposition to the UN in this 
country originates with the great 
American oil corporations who fear 
and fight all international organiza- 
tion. Some weeks ago, the UN Eco- 
nomic Commission issued a report 
concerning the practices of the oil 
cartels of charging the same price 
for oil and gas sold to West Euro- 
pean businessmen as the corpora- 
tions charge for their products in 
the U. S., although the oil sold to 
Europe is produced in the Near East 
where cost of production is very 
low. The UN Commission reported 
that oil which sold for $1.75 a bar- 
rel in Europe cost but 35¢ to pro- 
duce, leaving a profit of $1.40, or 
500 per cent! The UN Commission 
charged that the oil monopoly car- 
tels with their fixed prices were 
mercilessly exploiting the struggling 
European capitalists, while they use 
their political influence to bar Eu- 
ropean business groups from their 
rightful share in the development of 
Near East resources. 

The oil corporations have not 
only succeeded in largely suppress- 
ing this UN report in the U. S.— 
but have started a fresh wave of 
rumors and charges of “Communist 
influence” in the UN in such areas 
as Texas, California, Oklahoma, 
Louisiana, Illinois, etc., where the 
oil interests largely control the press 
and where much anti-UN sentiment 
arises. Even the Wall St. Journal re- 
cently chided the larger oil com- 
panies for bringing disrepute upon 
American business in their fixed 
price practices. The Wall St. Jour- 
nal gently reminds the oil corpora- 
tions that as communism continues 
to be modified in theory and prac- 
tice in satellite countries, as it in- 
evitably will be, Europeans may be- 
come convinced they have a better 
chance to gain their share of the 
world’s wealth through cooperation 
with semi-Marxists and Marxist So- 
cialist governments of their own 
choosing than under American mo- 
nopolies whose practices are not too 
unlike present-day Russian trade 
practices. The recent elections in 
Italy and France, reported in another 
column, reveal this trend to be a 
reality already. 

It is highly significant that the 
oil corporations were not only able 
to largely suppress this UN report 
in this country, but also to influence 
the U. S. Department of State to 
drop anti-trust charges against the 
American oil cartel which were 
brought into the courts by the Tru- 
man Administration when these 
complaints from European business 
centers and UN channels first began 
to hit Washington in 1952. Oil is a 
touchy word at the national GOP 
headquarters, so the Eisenhower 
Administration let the anti-trust in- 
dictments die. 





Einstein 

Although millions of words have 
been written about Einstein since 
his death, few realize that his spir- 
itual contribution will in the end 
prove as great as his scientific 
achievements. When he made his 
history-shattering discovery that all 
existence consists of power and en- 
ergy, that all mass may be found to 
be related to energy within the 
mathematical formula of the con- 
stant speed of light (E = MC), 
he completely halted the mechanis- 
tic and atheistic march of science. 
No longer did the universe exist 
within a fixed framework of gravi- 
tational pull and balanced mass. 
The universe is a living force occu- 
pying space and time, “finite now 
in extent, but in reality a vast fin- 
ite-infinite four dimensional uni- 
verse.” Out of these calculations 
came some of the most explosive 
ideas in history — a growing stream 
of electronic and atomic marvels, 
climaxed by the atomic and hydro- 
gen bombs. Although it was Ein- 
stein who suggested that the U. S. 
should make the A-bomb for fear 
the Nazis might be working on it, 
when he heard of the first success- 
ful test in 1945, he commented sor- 
rowfully, “Ach! The world is not 
ready for it.” 

His attitude towards some of the 
current forms of patriotism created 
much fury and many threats. He 
boldly advised scientists to refuse 
testimony before congressional in- 
vestigating committees when such 
testimony transgressed their person- 
al integrity. In this respect he was 
frankly advising young men to dis- 
obey the law, as some extremists 
would interpret certain laws. But he 
believed he was acting within the 
spirit of our Constitution and in 
harmony with the higher laws from 
which all human liberties spring. 
The feeling against him has been so 
great in some quarters it was said 
that in case of war he would have 
to be “shut up and locked up.” Dr. 
Einstein would have accepted such 
a fate with his quizzical good humor, 
would probably have thought it an 
excellent way for his ideas to find 
larger expression. 

Scientists have assembled state- 
ments of Einstein that reveal the 
spiritual qualities of his genius: 

Speaking of the scientist’s reli- 
gious feelings, he said it “takes the 
form of a rapturous amazement at 
the harmony of natural law, which 
reveals an intelligence of such su- 
periority that, compared with it, all 
the systematic thinking and acting 
of human beings is an utterly insig- 
nificant reflection. This feeling is the 
guiding principle of his life and 
work, in so far as he succeeds in 
keeping himself from the shackles 
of selfish desire. It is beyond ques- 


tion closely akin to that which has 
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growth of monopoly is also greatly accelerated and our democratic econ- 
omy still further undermined. As giant corporations draw to them- 
selves more and more of the financial substance of the nation, while the 
national resources are being steadily drained, the economic independence 
of increasing millions of citizens in small businesses and on small farms 
is being destroyed. And the insanity of facing production and sales on 
obsolescence, rather than need, underscores the growing dilemma. 

Although escaping armed conflict, our culture and economy is not 
escaping the blight of centralization and-regimentation, and the profitless 
drain of resources which the business of commercialized violence and ha- 
tred impose upon a society. Violence and hatred have been destroyers all 
through history, in both peace and war. While our population is growing, 
our expanding economy can carry this parasitical weight, can ignore the 
deception. But in a few years our population growth will level off, and we 
will face reality. 

Is it not the obligation of the Christian to take the leadership by 
making the adjustments now in his life, in his own environment? He can 
establish his own economy upon a sound sense of value, not a wild lunge 
for profit— not “How much can I get,” but “How much can I give?” 
which of course is the best of good business practice. He can reject in his 
thoughts and attitudes all tributes to violence and hatred. He will have 
created a world of enduring goodness in the midst of a world that must 
yet face transition and pain. 


ORE ON BANDUNG: The American press interpretations of the 

Conference at Bandung were slanted in many instances to fit the 
popular U. S. military and political viewpoints. The impression was given 
here that the Communists got their “come uppance,” that all the advocates 
of neutrality such as Nehru, premier U Nu of Burma and others were left 
high and dry. Such a portrayal of the outcome of Bandung is simply not 
the truth, as time will reveal. 

AMERICA’S FRIENDS AT BANDUNG performed splendidly, 
but the representatives of Pakistan, the Philippines, Ceylon, Thailand did 
not make faces at Chou En-lai when he spoke, nor bounce ash trays off 
any of the other Communist delegates when they appeared. A prominent 
anti-Communist writer for West European papers said “All listened with 
respect to the sophisticated and historically sound presentations by Chou 
En-lai and other Communist leaders concerning the manner in which the 
Marxist philosophies were being used ‘to transform ancient cultures and 
archaic economies’.” Chou En-lai emphasized Marxism as a “technique of 
change,” adapatable to varying needs by any people blighted by “native 
reactionary obstructionism or Western imperialism,” with heavy emphasis 
on the evils of Western imperialism. 

SIR JOHN KOTELAWALA OF CEYLON at this point presented 
his masterful argument, played up widely in the American press as a 
scathing denunciation of the Peking regime, which it was not. Sir John’s 
words were taken out of context by many U. S. newspapers and radios. 
He spoke of Red China in friendly terms, praised their accomplishments. 
But then, with remarkable finesse, he lifted the warning that there were 
those in the world who would use the Marxist technique of change to es- 
tablish a new imperialism, a new colonialism, a new slavery. He did not 
accuse Red China; he spoke more of China as a good neighbor in danger. 

But the implication behind his words was impressively clear. It 
was a master stroke by a great swordsman who did not desire to slay or 
humiliate his proud opponent, but who lightly and swiftly touched his 
point of steel at a vital opening in the adversary’s armor and as quickly 
withdrew the thrust. Chou En-lai saw and felt the point keenly as repre- 
sentatives of 27 other nations listened in breathless suspense. It was this 
moment for which the Bandung Conference had waited, for which it had 
been planned. 

Some sections of the American press and radio gloated over what 
they interpreted to be Nehru’s failure to capture the leadership of the Con- 
ference, without being sufficiently informed to realize that Nehru, as the 
originator and chief engineer of Bandung, and as the leader of the second 
largest power in attendance, wisely sought to stay in the background, 
hoping to see the desired objectives achieved without placing India in op- 
position to Red China or any other power. 

The Bandung Conference did establish a new force in the world, 
and, as we forecast when Bandung was first announced, its influence is al- 
ready being felt and to a far greater extent than the militarized white West 
may realize. Indeed, ever since Bandung, both Russia and Red China have 
worn a new face towards the world in general, which in turn has com- 
pelled the small but powerful band of war makers, in and out of uniform 
in Washington, to move with a new caution and respect for world opinion.

possessed the religious geniuses of 
all ages.” 7 

Of wealth, Einstein said, “No 
wealth in the world can help hu- 
manity forward, even in the hands 
of the most devoted worker in this 
cause. The example of great and 
pure individuals is the only thing 
that can lead us to noble thoughts 
and deeds. Money only appeals to 
selfishness and irresistibly invites 
abuse. Can anyone imagine Moses, 
Jesus or Gandhi armed with the 
money-bags of Carnegie?” 

On the true value of a human be- 
ing, “he is determined primarily by 
the measure and the sense in which 
he has attained liberation from self.” 

On himself: “What is significant 
in one’s own existence? What does a 
fish know about the water in which 
he swims all his life? The bitter and 
the sweet come from the outside, 
the hard from within, from one’s 
own efforts. For the most part I do 
the thing which my own nature 
drives me to do. It is embarrassing 
to earn so much respect and love 
for it. Arrows of hate have been 
shot at me too; but they never hit 
me, because they belonged to a 
world I have no connection with.” 

On the place of the scientist in a 
military age: “The man of. science 
... suffers a truly tragic fate. Striv- 
ing in great sincerity for clarity and 
inner independence, he himself, 
through his sheer super-human ef- 
forts, has fashioned the tools which 
are being used to make him a slave 
and to destroy him also from with- 
in. He cannot escape being muzzled 
by those who have the political 
power in their hands. As a soldier 
he is forced to sacrifice his own life 
and to destroy the lives of others 
even when he is convinced of the 
absurdity of such sacrifices. He is 
fully aware of the fact that univer: 
sal destruction is unavoidable since 
the historical development has led 
to the concentration of all eco- 
nomic, political, and military power 
in the hands of national states. He 
also realizes that mankind can be 
saved only by a supernational sys- 
tem, based on law, to eliminate the 
methods of brute force.” 

On Gandhi: “A leader of his peo- 
ple, unsupported by any outward 
authority; a politician whose suc- 
cess rests not upon craft nor the 
mastery of technical devices, but 
simply on the convincing power of 
his personality; a victorious fighter 
who has always scorned the use of 
force; a man of wisdom and humil 
ity, armed with resolve and inflexi 
ble consistency, who has devoted 
all his strength to the uplifting of 
his people and the betterment of 
their lot; a man who has confronted 
the brutality of Europe with the dig- 
nity of the simple human. being, 
and thus at all times risen superior.”
